Another year of school has become a thing of the past, 
and, like those preceding it, has its record of good schools 
and of schools not so good. 

We are thankful for the schools which were profitable, 
and feel regretful for the time and money wasted upon the 
unprofitable ones. 

That we as aschoo] board have not in every case placed 
the right teacher in the right place we feel to be nota 
lack of interest and good intention on our part, but 
rather a lack of foreknowledge. 

If the school board had the gift of knowing how things 
were going to turn out; if parents would bear in mind 
the difficulty which they have in managing two or three 
youngsters at home, to keep them out of mischief, and to 
get them interested in washing dishes and filling the wood 
box; if the children could be made to realize that the 
schoolroom was a place where they are to work (and not 
play) under the discipline and guidance of the teacher ; 
and if the teacher could feel that her right to command 
and enforce obedience was recognized by parent and pupil, 
then I think with the good judgment, charity, interest, 
and confidence which would be used, our schools would 
flourish exceedingly, or else we could say of a certainty 
that our teachers had mistaken their calling. Let us not 


- 
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as parents and friends stand back and find fault, but 
rather visit the schools, get acquainted with our teachers, 
interest ourselves in our children’s studies, and thus by 
our encouragement help to make a success of what might 
otherwise prove a failure.
